REASONS 


Why Annexation Was 
Not Rejerred 


To a Popular Vote in the 
Hawaiian Islands, 


Ex-Minister Stevens Points Out 
the Danger 


That Threatened Suffrage Favor- 
able to Us. 


The State Department Satisfied That Liliao- 
kalani Rules—Minister Thurston Will 
Not Leave the Country—Senator 
Cullom of Illinois. 


By Telegraph to The Times, 


22.—(By the Associated Press.) Hon. J. 
L. Stevens, ex-Minister to Hawaii, lec- 
tured on “Hawaii and Hawaiian Af- 
fairs’’ here tonight. The lecturer re- 
frained from making any direct al- 
lusion to recent developments in re- 
gard to the Hawaiian question. 

Before beginning his address, he re- 
marked that during thirteen years’ 
service as a United States minister, un- 
der five Presidents, he had invariably 
refused to recognize political parties in 
his own country; that on all questions 
involving his action, he had known the 
United States as a unit; believing that 
in our foreign relations our policy 
should be national and continuous 
always with a united front to foreign 
rivals. He firmly refused to con- 
sider the Hawaiian question a partisan 
question in any sense. 

Continuing, he said: “Our interest 
in Hawaii appertains to the question 
of America’s future commercial power 
in the Pacific, and involves the issue of 
responsible government under the 
American flag in harmony with the 
pledged American faith, the best Amer- 
ican antecedents and the plain logic 
of American history and American op- 
portunities. 

“At the date of h downfall, the 
misguided and unworthy Liliuokalani 
was without the sympathy and aid of 
the vest uative Hawaiians, aid of all 
respectable and responsible white resi- 
dents of the islands. Not a hand was 
lifted in defense.of the semi-barbarian 
throne when it fell, conclusively dis- 
proving the assertion of the agent of 
the fallen Queen, who was_ sent to 
Washington to secure as large a sum of 
money as possible for conveying to our 
government all her right and title to 
the Hawaiian throne, and to the crown 
lands to which she never had any other 
Claim than to an income as long as she 
reigned. Her agent though he might 
help his case by the utterly base state- 
ment that the United States Minister 
and naval commander had _ deprived 
Liliuokalani of her throne, and Claus 
Spreckelf#, who wants the weak 
Hawaiian monarchy for his tool, sees 
fit to répeat the absurd story. 

‘In presenting themselves for admis- 
sion into the American Union, the isl- 
ands come under more American as- 
pects than previously-annexed 
States or Territories. Why should they 
not be permitted to come under the 
flag deeply loved in those islands? I 
| hear the whisper in the air: ‘Let the 
islands vote on the question.” Imme- 
diately after the organization of Janu- 
ary last, the British Minister at Hono- 
lulu urged the plan on the provisional 
government. The scheme was subse-

“A plebiscitum is not admissible by

reasons: It would surely result in 
raising an enormous corruption fund 
by the allied parties. The Canadian 
Pacific Railroad in the past used 
bribes to accomplish its designs, and 
wants to have a foot and hand firmly 
in Hawéaii. Claus Spreckels holds 
money to be the chief power in politics, 
and would pay out enormously to keep 
the sugar-planters of the islands under 
his grinding monopoly, to restore his 
prestige, lost by the fall of the mon- 
archy, and to carry out his scheme to 
make the islands an outside field, 
p mainly for cheap Asiatic labor and 
raw sugar production. He would carry 
out his threat. and load his steamers, 
and outvote provisional government by 
extensive colonization. 

“The powerful Pacific opium ring 
wish to make sure of a depot in Ha- 
wali, which they could not do with the 
United States authority established in 
the. islands. By this combined power, 
operations would be surely carried on 
in the name of popular suffrage, which 
might overcome seven-eighths of the 
property-holders and permanent resi- 
dents, and all of the really responsible 
men in the islands. It is, therefore, 
obvious that the plebiscitum scheme 
is the ‘revised and most sure method of 
striking down American civilization 
and American interests in the islands

THE QUEEN SITS. 


Again Holds Forth 
Throneroom. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—(By the As- 

sociated Press. A morning paper pub- 
lishes a story, signed ‘‘H. W. Walker,’ 
purporting to give some of the secret 
advices received by Secretary Gresham 
from Minister Willis. It is asserted 
that Willis notified the State Depart- 
ment that he had fixed upon Tuesday, 
of this week, as the date for the res- 
toration of Liliuokalani. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—A local paper 
this afternoon publishes a Washington 
dispatch saying it is confidently as- 
serted at the State Department that 
the Queen was retored to the Hawaliqn 
throne yesterday. Secretary Gresham 
and his colleagues make the assertion 
in a matter-of-fact way, rather stag- 
gering to the anti-administration men. 

According to a high official, the 
administration has not the least doubt 
that the Queen has been restored. Mr. 
Willis’s report did not leave the slight- 
est doubt of restoration on the ap- 
pointed day. 

WOULD APPPAL TO CONGRESS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The officers 
of the State Department fully believe 
that Queen Liliuokalani has been re- 
stored to the Hawaiian throne. While 
not fixing the precise time of the rein-

At the same 
time, it is claimed there would be no 
necessity for any such action as the 
information from the islands is to the 
effect that everything is working pre- 
cisely as expected. 

One reason for the belief in some 
quarters that restoration had taken 
place yesterday is the assertion that, 
unless restoration took place before the 
arrival of the first steamer from the 
United States since the attitude of the 
administration was made public, ‘it 
would not be made at all, because the 
sentiment of the United States and the 
report of Minister Thurston to the pro- 
visional government would have a ten- 
dency to sustain them and cause them 
to resist Minister Willis’s efforts at 
restoration. 

This phase of the case was suggested 
to the State Department today, and the 
reply was received that it made no dif- 
ference, restoration would go on just 
the same. It is.claimed that as soon 
as it is known that the United States 
would not sustain the provisional gov- 
ernment, but was determined to undo 
what had been done by the revolution- 
ists, the public would immediately com- 
pel the restoration of the Queen, and 
the provisional government would fall 
and the members hasten to take advan- 
tage of the amnesty which Minister 
Willis would insist the Queen should 
grant upon being restored to power. 

The Alameda is expected to arrive 
tomorrow morning. At the department, 
there is not much expectation of any 
important news being received by her, 
although such a thing is barely possible.

THE PACIFIC COAST PROTESTS. 


Senator Mitchell of Oregon Finds the Senti 
ment is Against the Queen. } 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Senator Mitchell of 
Oregon, who arrived yesterday from 
San Francisco, when asked by the As- 
sociated Press reporter today to ex- 
press an opinion concerning the atti- 
tude of the people of the Pacific Coast 
toward the Hawalian question, said: 

“T have talked with a great many 
people of San Francisco and other 
points on the Pacific Coast, and can 
say that the general sentiment on the 
part of the country is very decisive 
and emphatic in opposition to what the 
people there seem to understand to be 
the policy of the administration, and 
their understanding, when I left there, 
Was that this policy looked to the 
overthrow of the existing government 
and the re-establishment of the Queen.” 

He declined to speak in regard to 
the suggestion of some San Francisco 
papers that Cleveland be impeached on 
the ground that, in such an event, the 
Senate would be the court to try him, 
and it would be unseemly to speak 
in advance of action. The Senator did 
not, however, hesitate at saying he be- 
lieved the sentiment of the Pacific 
Coast was that the present government 
of the Sandwich Islands ought to be 
let alone by the United States. 

“It is,”’ said he, “‘to say the least, a 
government in fact which has been 
recoganized not alone by our govern- 
ment, but nearly every civilized gov- 
ernment of the earth, certainly by 
every government having a representa- 
tive in Hawail. Willis has been ac- 
credited to this government by the 
President. If, then, we are correct in 
the impression which we are justified 
in entertaining; that Willis is instructed 
to use his influence and the influence 
of this government, either diplomatic- 
ally through peaceful instrumentalities 
alone, or by means of a naval demon- 
stration on the part of the United 
States. to overthrow the government 
to which he is accredited. If, I say, 
this view of the case is correct; it pre- 
sents an anomaly in diplomacy. 

“It presents, I think, I am safe in 
saying, a case heretofore unknown in 
the annals of international courtesies. 
There would be as much consistency 
in instructions to our Minister to 
France to investigate the means by 
which the present form of government 
in that country was inaugurated, or the 
present administration installed and to 
attempt to overthrow it and restore 
the Bourbons or the Bonapartists to 
power, as there is in our effort to re- 
throne Queen Lilfuokalani. Really it 
is ridiculous, and would be laughable 
if it were not @ matter of great im- 
portance. Even if the way were clear 
and unobstructed, it seems to me that 
our government might be engaged in 
better business than in an attempt to 
boost back on the throne the deposed 
Queen of the Sandwich Islands,"

The Foreign Diplomats 
in Despair. 


A Limit to Protection of Lite 
and Property, 


The Brazilian Insurgents are 
Very Confident, 


And the President Also is Expect- 
ing Victory. 


The House of Lords and Foreign Beef —Head- 
quarters of Spanish Anarchists 
Found—Chile Sues En- 
giand for Silver.

LONDON, Nov. 22.—(Copyrighted, 
1893. By Cable and Associated Press.) 
The Times, tomorrow, November 23, 
will publish the following dispatch 
from Rio de Janeiro, dated November 
18, via Montevideo, November 22: 

“Heavy artillery fire continues daily. 
During the bombarding, Saturday, a 
shell burst at Fort Lage, killing an 
officer and seventeen men, There have 
been many casualties in tthe streets. 
Foreign diplomats consider it impos- 
sible to take further steps for the pro- 
tection of life and property, and naval 
commanders concur in letting both 
sides proceed without any further in- 
terference. The insurgents are confi- 
dent of success, They captured Bage 
(in the province of Rio Grande do 
Sul) and are making progress north- 
ward. 

“President Peixotto is preparing fora 
stubborn defense of Rio, and states 
that he intends fighting to the last, and 
when his ships arrive, he expects a vic- 
tory. All business is suffering severely, 
and every branch is stagnated. The 
financial position of the government is 
bad: the treasury is exhausted, and the 
fact that Pernambuco has been declared 
in a state of siege shows the spread of 
the movement.” 


THE SPANISH ANARCHISTS, 


Barcelona Authorities Unearth Their Hea 
quarters—Arrests Made. =f 

BARCELONA, Nov. 22.—(By Cable 
and Associated Press.) Police this 
morning unearthed the headquarters 
of Spanish anarchy in this city from 
which the movement of Anarchists in 
all parts of the country are directed. 
They arrested Miguel Nacher, president 
of the Spanish Anarchists, and two 
women who acted as messengers in 
carrying orders to other points. to 
others waiting outside the city. 

The police also obtained a large quan- 
tity of materials and chemicals used 
in the manufacture of bombs, besides 
a quantity of bombs loaded and un- 
loaded, a large number of pistols, and 
a mass of anarchistic literature. Be- 
sides these, they secured incriminat- 
ing documents which will probably lead 
to arrests in Spain and France and 
Italy and other foreign countries. 

It is reported the Anarchists are 
already fleeing from Spain in the hope 
of escaping to France. The French 
government has been asked to search 
all persons crossing the frontier. Over 
two hundred ‘reds’ are already under 
arrest for connection with the recent 
explosions, 


FOREIGN MEATS. 


Some American Beef That is Superior to 
English Beef. 

LONDON, Nov. 22.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The House of Lords 
Committee, considering the question 
of marking foreign meats, reports that 
Birkenhead-killed beef from the United 
States is so like English beef that the 
public is unable to tell the difference; 
in fact, the committee is of the opinion 
that a large quantity of English beef 
is inferior to American beef. 

The committee recommends that deal- 
ers in foreign meats be registered, and 
have signs stating the fact. affixed to 
their shops. 


CHILE'S BARS. 


A Demand Made by the Valparaiso Govern- 
ment for Kidnaped Silver. 

LONDON, Nov. 22.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The suit of the 
Chilean. government against the Royal 
Mail Steamship Company, claiming the 
ownership of 338 silver bars valued at 
£130,000, which werd conveyed from 
Chile to the Montevideo branch of the 
River Platte Bank by the British war- 
vessel Espiegl, at President Balma- 
ceda’s request during the civil, war in 
Chile, commenced today. Sir Richard

The North American Commercial Company 
Surprised by a Tax. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—(By the As- 
scciated Press.) Some time ago the 
Treasury Department made a demand 
upon the North American Commercial 
Company for $289,000, being the abate- 
ment of taxes, etc., authorized by Sec- 
retary Foster because the company was 
not allowed, owing to operation of the 
modus vivendi, to take its stipulated 
quota of seals on the islands during 
the years 1890, 1891 and 1892. This de- 
mand took the company by surprise, as 
it did not expect that an arrangement 
made by Secretary Foster would .be 
changed by the present administration.

Iron Ore is Placed on the Free 
List. 


The Ways and Means Committee Takes Ac- 
tion—The Wool Schedule Completed— 
More Free Goods—The 
Whisky Tax. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The iron ore men 
are defeated and the men who com- 
batted so valiently to keep this article 
off the free list were, today, informally 
notified by the members of the Ways 
and Means Committee that it was 
finally decided by the Democratic 
members that iron ore be placed on 
the free list. The iron ore men 
theaten to carry the fight to the floor 
of the House. 

The committed, today, _concluded 
the wool schedule of the new_ tariff 
P bill. The measure provides for the ad- 
mission, free of duty, of all wools, and 
also repeals what is known as com- 
pensatory duties on woolen goods, and 
reduces the ad valorem duties on such 
goods. It also repeals the compen- 
satory duties upon carpets, rugs and 
mats, and reduces the ad -valorem 
duties thereon from 40 per cent ad 
valorem to 30 per cent ad valorem. 

It also reduces the duties upon cer- 
tain qualities of waste to 25 per cent 
ad valorem, The duty on shoddy, 
mungo and certain other wastes is 
put at 25 per cent ad valorem. Over 
a thousand petitions, telegrams and 
memorials have been received by mem- 
bers of the committee from temperance 
societies throughout the country ask- 
ing that the whisky tax be raised,

Man’s Progress and Appar- 
rent Future. 

WASHINGTON. Nov. 22.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs has received a num- 
ber of annual reports of Indian agents. 
The majority of them indicate general 
prosperity ,among the tribes, and a 
gradual advancement in_ civilization. 
Several agents comment on the indiffer- 
ence of Indians to marriage ties, and 
their unwillingness to abandon old cus- 
toms. 

The agent at the Colville Agency in 
Washington believes that efforts to civ- 
ilize the red men are not successful, 
and says that by intermarriage and a 
heavy death rate, the Indian is doomed

PRINCE GALITZIN’S LONG RIDE. 


Twelve Thousand [liles on Horseback Through 
Wild Regions of Asia. 
Prince Galatzin of Russia, a frafi- 
looking, one-armed man of 46, re- 
cently arrived in.:San Francisco, after 
completing a journey which would 
seem calculated to tax the most robust 
constitution, even if accompanied by the 
regulation number of. limbs. He has 
just completed a ho ack journey of 
12,000 miles through the wild regions of 
Russia, Turkestan, Cashmere, Northern 
Thibet, and other transcaucasus coun- 
tries, some of which no one has ever 
traversed before. The Prince is a nat- 
uralist of considerable note. He also 
takes a great interest in explorations, 
and has been on several long trips in 
different parts of Asia before, but none: 
of themn were anything like so danger- 
ous as this. Before he finished his trip 
at Viladivostock, he also visited South 
Siberia. On his long travels, which 
have lasted since May 2, 1890, when 
he set out from St. Petersburg, he has 
collected many specimens of minerals 
and plants, taken barometric and other 
observations, and made notes destined 
to be very useful from a scientific point 
of view. His trip. was for two purposes, 
scientific and diplomatic, and for these 
he was specially commissioned by the 
Russian Czar. The Prince came to Sap 
Francisco from Vancouver, to meet 
Archduke Franz d’Este, heir to the 
Austrian throne, the pair contemplating 
a hunting trip north. In telling a San 
Francisco Chronicle man of his perilous 
journey, he said he traveled down the 
Ural Mountains to the Caspian Sea, 
from which he started northeast for 
the Pacific Ocean, with the object of 
making his way through Turkestan and 
Thibet to Southern Siberia. To do this 
he had to cross several vast mountain 
chains, including the main range of 
the Himalayas, and encountered many 
dangers from snows, glaciers and short- 
ness of previsions. He finally reached 
a plateau 12,000 feet high, with his cav- 
alcade of twenty-four men and seventy 
horses. Everywhere grass abounded— 
grass two feet high, and apparently 
the best of food for horses, Next morn- 
ing twelve of the animals were sick 
—the result of eating this grass, which 
was poisonous, and had been planted

The position of The 
Times on the silver question has been 
stated frequently, and in no uncertain 
manner.

THE FRUIT-GROWERS 


Second Day of the State 
Convention. 


The [Morning Session Devoted to 
General Discussion. 


Several Interesting Papers 


During the Day. 


Read 


The Perkins Process for Preserving Fruit 
Considered—Report of the Commit- 
tee on Transportation—A 
Pleasant Excursion. 


There was an increased attendance 
at the State Fruit-growers’ Convention 
yesterday morning, and the body of the 
operahouse was comfortably filled when 
the chairman took his seat and rapped 
for order. The session was an inter- 
esting one, being devoted more to the 
discussion of various subjects of gen- 
eral interest to fruit-growers and hor- 
ticulturists than to the reading of for- 
mal papers. 

The morning session was called to or- 


dent Cooper. 


As soon as quiet was secured the 
president spoke of the death of Hon. 
Jeremiah M. Rusk, ex-Secretary of Ag- 
riculture, and suggested that a resolu- 
tion of condolence be adopted, and also 
that the resolution be telegraphed to 
the family of the deceased.  — 

The secretary then read the following 
resolution: 

‘“‘Whereas, the sad news of the death 
of the lie Secretary of Agriculture, 
J. M. Rusk, has come to us, and 
whereas, Secretary Rusk proved his 
friendship to the fruit int@rests of Cali- 
fornia. and assist us in many, ways; 
therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, that we, the fruit-growers 
of California, in convention assembled 
at. Los Angeles, this, the 22d day of 
November, 1893, tender to the bereaved 
family of our late and lamented Sec- 
retary, our sympathy and condolence 
in their great bereavement.” 

The resolutions were adopted unan- 
imously. 

George A. Raymond of Kern county 
read an essay on ‘“‘The Curing of the 
White Adriatic Fig.’’ The proper cur- 
ing of this fig, he said, began with the 
picking. No one with short, blunt 
fingers should attempt to pick these 
figs. They should be picked carefully 
and deposited in shallow vessels. Those 
which had _ dropped from the tree 
ought not to be used. His experience 
was that a sound fig wéuld not drop, 
but would ripen on the tree. The morn- 
ing was a good time to pick them, as 
the afternoon would be required for the 
sulphuring process. In short, the whole 
of the treatment should be attended to 
with the greatest care. After the figs 
had been drying for two or three days, 
which process would follow that ef sul- 
phuring, the fruit should be turned 
carefully. The next day they could be 
rolled a little more vigorously, and 
thereafter they Would stand rougher 
handling. In another day or two they 
should be well cured, but should not 
be permitted to become too dry as they 
would thus become leathery and could 
not made tender again. In every 
handling there should be a process of 
sorting and rejection. It would take 
a fine discrimination, however, to dis- 
tinguish between the good and bad 
ones. The fruit should then be kept 
in a sweat-box for a few days, after 
which it should be dipped in boiling, 
salt water by means of wire baskets. 
From this time on it should be cov- 
ered with a light, thin cloth, so as to 
keep off dust and insects. If dipped 
in the forenoon it would be in condition 
to pack the next morning. As to the 
style of packing, any pretty, original 
pdesign would be likely to aid in the 
sale of the fruit. 

After reading the paper, Ray- 
mond, in response to questions, said 
that he had found young lady he'p to 
be very satisfactory in curing the figs. 
Tne ladies were conscientious. and 
could be depended upon to do faithful 
work. (Laughter.) As for sulphuring 
the figs, the only advantage, as far as 
he knew, was that the skins of the 
cured figs which had been sulphured 
would not be as _ thick. Too much 
sulphuring would, of course, be in- 
jurious as the sulphur would unite with 
the sugar of the fruit and by such 
union would form a disagreeable com- 
ae. He irrigated the fig trees very 

e. 

A delegate on the floor asked of Mr. 

Lelong if it was true that he had dis- 


couraged the rrowing of olives. 

Mr. Lelong replied that he had never 
written any article: whatever against 
the growing of olives. He had, how- 
ever, made a statement to a gentleman 
in San Francisco, that he believed olives 
for pi¢kling should be irrigated six or 
seven times and should be picked in- 
stead of shaken from the tree. For 
this purpose he thought the Mission 
variety of olives was the best. Mr. 
Lelong read an article from the Cali- 
fornia Fruit-grower, in which article 
was quoted some statements claimed 


Times, to the effect that Mr. Lelong 
had, in some degree, discouraged the in- 
dustry. The Fruit-grower article went 
on to say that such statement by The 
Times was incorgect. Mr. Lelong said 
he had at different times expressed 
himself as in favor of growing olives 
for pickling on jrrigated land, and un- 
der the best of care, rather than on 
the more barren lands. 

Mr. Meslin of San Francisco said he 
wished to speak briefly as to the posi- 
tion of the fruit-growers of the State 
with reference to the tariff question. 
The Democrats and Republicans should 
come together on some common ground. 

Another delegate arose and said the 
convention should get down to busi- 
ness. Its actions were like schoolboy 
play. Two or three gentlemen who 
had been called upon to read papers 
had not put in an appearance and 
had not even forwarded their apolo- 
gies for not appearing. 

President Cooper suggested that per- 
heaps the absentees were necessarily 
away because of their attendance at 
4 meeting of the County Board of Hor- 
ticulture, 

“They ought not to be away,” re- 
plied the delegate making the protest. 

After disposing of some arrange- 
ments for the afternoon's excursion 
and deciding to hold a night session 
the convention adjourned § till 7:30 
o'clock at night.

EVENING SESSIONS. 


— 


The Perkins Process Discussed—Reports and 
Papers. 

The evening session was called to 
order by Vice-President Griffith. 

Mr. Lelong read the following report 
in reference to the Perkins process: 

“The two sides of this proposition 
are theory and practice. 


“Theoretically, it would appear from 
the foregoing report of Profs. Hilgard 
and Smith thet there is no reasonable 
doubt as to the correctness of Rev. 
A. T. Perkins’s invention, in its rela- 
tion to the preserving of fruit by an 
even low temperature and constant 
circulation of dry air. 

“Practically, obstacles may appear 
in its proposed application which can 
only be wemoved by a series of ex- 
periments. The theory, however, is’ 
of sufficient importance to be worthy 
of demonstration to determine its prac- 
ticability. 

(Signed.) “R. GRAY,

Mr. Adams said the convention could 
do little in reference to this matter 
yet it was a proposition worthy of 
careful consideration, It certainly ap- 
peared likely that it was less expense 
to carry on a car a cylinder of com- 
pressed air than to carry a large quan- 
tity of ice. 

Rev.. Mr. Perkins of Alameda then 
spoke on his invention. He said the 
railroad company had a much greater 
dead weight to draw in the case of a 
refrigerator car than in the case of 
an ordinary freight car. The former 
car of itself weighed very much more 
and beside this there was the ice to be 
carried. There were the large sums 
it was necessary to pay for ice. If 
fruit could be carried.while preserved 
by his process then the cost would be 
much less, and even though the rail- 
road companies were to receive a 
higher price for freight the same could 
be transported for less. If the fruit 
could be_placed in the Eastern market 
for a small cost then there would be 
a sale for all the fruit that could be 
raised here. 

Mr. Hilgard spoke in favor of taking 
— toward the quicker transporta- 

on. 

It was finally’ voted as the sense of 
the convention that the railroad com- 
panies shopld extend all reasonable 
assistance to Rev. Mr. Perkins in the 
perfecting of his convention. 

Mr. Lelong then read the following 
telegram: 

“VIROQUA (Wis.,).Nov. 22. 
“Hon. Ellwood Cooper, president 
Fruit-growers’ Association, Los Ange- 
les, Cal.;: I am requested by Mrs. Busk 
and family to convey to your associa- 
tion their heartfelt thanks for your 
kind resolution of sympathy, 
“HENRY ‘CASSON.” 

Mr. Holman of San Francisco read a 
committee report in reference to trans- 
portation of fruit products to Eastern 
markets. The report was a lengthy 
one, and contained much valuable in- 
formation in regard to the cost of 
transportation and the time necessary 
in which to get fruit to its market. 
The report also contained a list of cit- 
ies to which direct shipments of fruit 
were made and the number of carloads 
sent to each, and another list of im- 
portant Eastern points to which no di- 
rect shipments were made. The re- 
port, in conclusion, said thd present sit- 
uation with reference to such ship- 
ments to Eastern places was very in- 
complete. It was to be seen that only 
the cities which would take a whole 
carload of fruit at a time received anv 
fresa fruit at all, save in exceptional 
cases. The railroads, it would seem, 
were not doing what they might to as- 
sist in this matter, and as a result 
there were only the ordinary freight 
facilities. The only apparent hope of 
improving the present conditions of 
the freight system lay in less cum- 
brous shipping appliances and better 
modes of shipment. 

The success of the great express com- 
panies was pointed out, and it was 
urged that something further be done 
to facilitate quicker transportation and 
the furnishing of a more extended mar- 
ket for the fruits. 

B. N. Rowley of San Francisco read 
supplemental statement similarly 
prepared as to the cost of refrigeration 
ane the time consumed in transporta- 
tion. 

Mr. Adams paid a compliment to the 
work of the committee in preparing the 
excellent and comprehensive report, 
and moved to adopt, and also to extend 
to the committee a vote of thanks. 

Mr. Berwick read a list of figures 
showing the practical workings in a 
number of countries of the operation of 
railroads under government control.. 

The committee appointed to report in 
reference to co-operation of fruit-grow- 
ers for the purpose of marketing their 
fruits, now presented the following: 

“Your committee appointed to con- 
sider the question of co-operative fruit 
marketing, have had the ‘subject under 
consideration and respectfully report as 
follows: 

“We are satisfied that the conditions 
which have already brought actual 
disaster upon some branches of the 
fruit industry of California, will, if un- 
checked, speedily bring similar disaster 
upon all other’ branches. 

“We believe that the only remedy is 
that the growers shall themselves as- 
Sume the marketing of their own prod- 
uct and that the time,has now come 
to apply that remedy. ? 

“We heartily approve and indorse the 
methods of co-operation already 
adopted by the citrus-growers of South- 
ern California, and the dried-fruit pro- 
ducers of Santa Clara county, which 
we find substantially alike in principle, 
differing only in detail to meet the dif- 
ferent requirements of the dried and 
fresh fruit trades. 

“We regard it of the most impor- 
tance that the great co-operative move- 
ment now in progress Should be so 
directed that all interests involved 
should work not only in harmony, but 
in actud@l congultation with each other. 

“To this end, we strongly approve 
the movement originated by the State ’ 
Horticultural Society, for the organiza- 


tion of a State fruit exchange, and urge 
all individual growers, and all co- 
operative societies, to unite in its sup- 
port, trusting to the combined judg- 
ment of all interests to direct its move- 
ments to the general good. 

“We especially urge the importance 
of a large attendance from all parts of 
the State, at the meeting galled by the 
State Horticultural Society for the 
29th of December next, for the pur- 
pose of settling and indorsing the plans 
for the exchange, awakening enthusi- 
asm in its support, and selecting the 
men to carry it on for the first year.

Mr. Berwick introduced a resolution 
recommending the government owner- 
ship of railroads, and also the memor- 
ializing of Congress for the early com- 
wWetion of the Nicaraugua canal. This 
was referred to the Committee on Reso- 
lutions. 

Mr. Rowlev alluded to the recently; 
announced death of William T. Coleman 
of San Francisc® a pioneer of Califor- 
nia, and a man much interested in the 
fruit industry. He suggested that the 
Committee 6n Resolutions be requested 
to present an appropriate resolution on 
his death, and it was so arranged. 

Mr. Adams said that in adopting the 
report of the committee in reference to 
transportation, it would be understood 
that those in attendance would assent 
to it. and do all reasonably within their 
power to assist in carrying out the 
ideas expressed. 

R. €. Kells spoke of the plan of hay- 
ing local organizations for the purpose 
of concentrating and marketing fruits; 
that where one of these associations 
Was about to start selling walnuts 
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j through its own agent at the other end 


of the line, the commission men had 
endeavored to work against them for 
the sake of preventing them from doing 
it. 

Mr. Adams said of course some of the 
commission men would endeavor to se- 
cure an unfair advantage. In some 
cases agents had been known, for the 
sake of effect. to offer higher prices 
than were to be secured through the 
exchanges. In’ such cases his (the 
Santa Clara) exchange had advised the 
growers to take up such offers. 

Mr. Merry of Tulare said that some 
time ago the Fresno and Tulare raisin 
producers had endeavored to come to- 
gether on a common basis and perfect 
an organization for mutual protection, 
but had been unable to do so. They 
had to a considerable extent been at the 
mercy of specul.utors. He believed that 
an extensive system of co-operation 
would materially aid especially’ the 
smaller growers. 

Anotfler gentleman said that as far 
as his experience had heen, there had 
been many misleading reports § from 
time to time ‘circulated in reference to 
prices of fruits. 

The convention adjourned till 9:30 
o'clock this morning. 


THE BUG CONTROVERSY. 


Some Spicy Correspondence and Inside Facts 
Made Public. 

' The San Francisco Examiner of Tues- 

day prints the following as a special 

dispatch from Sacramento: 

The State Board of Horticulture and 
the fruit-growers of Southern Cali- 
fornia are at war. Thé trouble, which 
has grown to be a serious matter to 
the fruit interests, is all about a lot 
of bugs. Gov. Markham has been en- 
deavoring to pour oil on the. troubled 
waters, and with what success will 
develop at the meeting .of the Fruit- 
growers’ State Convention, which will 
convene at Los Angeles tomorrow, the 
2lst inst,, continuing four days. A 
very hot time between the two ftactions 
is promiséd, and if there is not a row 
it will. be surprising. The United 
States Department of Ariculture has 
been dragged into the trouble to the 
injury of the State, since Secretary of 
Agriculture Morton has withdrawn the 
two entomologists who have been sta- 
tioned in California, Prof. D. W. Coquil- 
lett at Los Angeles, and Prof. Koebele 
at Alameda. 

In some of the ofange-producing sec- 
tions in the Southern part of the State 
& great many of the trees are afflicted 
with the black and red scale, which 
pests, in time, injure the orange 
orchards, entailing great loss. — 

When the white scale had hold of 
the orange orchards a few years ago 
the Legislature appropriated $10,000 to 
meet the expenses of an expert to go 
to Australia to find a parasite which 
would remove the pest. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in Washington was 
applied to for an expert, and the serv- 
ices of Albert Koebele were secured. 
He was successful in his mission to 
Australia. The parasites he sent to 
California soon rid the trees of the 
white scale. The red and black scales, 
as injurious as the white scale, were 
still to be dealt with, and the subse- 
quent Legislature appropriated $5000 for 
parasites to fight the pests. Mr. 
Koebele went to Australia again with 
the consent of the Department of Agri- 
culture. The parasites obtained by him 
' have caused all the trouble. 

On receipt of the Australian im- 
portation, it is said that Ellwood 
Cooper, president of the State Board of 
Horticulture, afd Mr. Koebele urged 
the abandonment of all spraying and 
'fumigating for the protection of trees, 
so that the imported ladybirds might 
multiply. 

Lhe fruit-growers, it appears, were 
opposed to this advice, and the sugges- 
tions of the Siate board were not re- 
spected. In September of last year 
John Scott, Horticultural Commissioner, 
residing in Los Angeles, wired. Entomol- 
ogist Riley as follows: 

“Consignments of parasites from Aus- 
tralia sent by Mr. Koebele not satis- 
factory in breeding or feeding on red 
and black scales. Many growers, also 
horticultural commissioners of six 
Southern counties, have doubts of their 
efficacy. State board say they will 
breed in sufficient numbers in four or 
five vears. In the meantime do you 
advise suspension of spraying and fumi- 
gation? Have you information of reli- 
able character other than Koebele’s 
that new ladybirds will prove as ef- 
fective on red and black scale as Ve- 
dalia on white? 

To this Prof. Riley sent the subjoined 
reply: 

“By no means suspend spraying and 
fumigating. Lelong’s views and utfer- 
ancés are unscientific and sensational. 
Koebele’s judgment not to be implicitly 
depended on. To answer your telegram 
specifically, I have no idea, and never 
had that anything from Australia will 
prove as effectual on red and black 
scale as Vedalia on white, because it is 
not proved that red scale is indigenous 
in Australia, while black scale is known 
not to 

Subsequently an article appeared 
holding the State Board of Horticulture 
up to ridicule. Prof, Riley g@vas accused 
of writing or instigating the objection- 
able article. 

‘These implications angered Cooper 
and Lelong. The controversy with the 
Department.of Agriculture ensued. The 
merits and demerits of the parasites 
were discussed. the entire press of 
Southern California taking part. The 
members of the Board of Horticulture 
were severely criticised by the Southern 
prers. 

The conduct of the State Board of 
Horti®ulture so annoyed a large number 
of the fruit-growers that a petition 
making charges against the board was 
sent te the Gavernor about six. weeks 
ago. The petition expresses an opinion 
that the members of the State Board of 
Horticulture do not know their business 
and are not entitled to credit for any 
success that has ensued fm fighting the 
orange pests. 

One paragraph is as follows: 


“The State Board of Horticulture pur- 


a 


sues devious methods in the prepara- 
tion of its literature by ‘cribbing’ and 
plagiarizing and publishing unrellable 
statistics regarding the fruit industry, 
By antagonizing the agents of the Na- 
tional Department of Agriculture sta- 
tioned heré in invidous remarks in its 
published reports, it has not only lost 
the sympathy and co-operation of simi- 
lar bodies, but has caused California 
horticulture in its official capacity to 
appear in a bad light before sister and 
kindred organizations and individuals 
engaged in similar lines of scientific 


agricultural and horticultural re- 
search.” 
The petitions declare that - the 


orange-growers of the Southern part of 
the State have been boycotted, and de- 
mand an investigation. 

The Governor summoned the members 
of the board before him to answer the 
charges and complaints. They as- 
sured the Governor that the trouble 
would be satisfdctorily settled at the 
State Fruit-growers’ Convention in Los 
Angeles. 

After they left the Governor the 
board Adopted the following resolution: 

“Whereas, numerous petitions and 
complaints containing charges against 
the action of the State Board of Horti- 
culture, presented. to the Hon. H. H, 
Markham, Governor, by certain fruit- 
growers and others; and whereas, the 
members of the State board were in- 
vited by His Excellency to meet in 
Sacramento in his office, to answer said 
charges and complaints; be it 

‘Resolved, that after a careful re- 
view of said papers, the charges not 
being substantiated by any proof, and 
our defense accomplished by facts dis- 
proving the same, we deem it un- 
necessary after the explanation given 
to present any further defense. We 
acknowledge the wisdom in the advice 
given by His Excellency, and with the 
hope that harmony may be established 
among the fruit-growers throughout the 
State, we will let the whole matter 
concerning this unpleasant contro- 
versy rest.

That the fruit-growers do 
pose to let the matter rest to the satig= 
faction of the State board, the follow. 
ing letter will show: 

“LOS ANGELES, Nov. 6, 1893. 


“The Hon. H. H. Markham, Governor ° 


—Dear Sir: Your letter of October 31, 
in reference to the State Board of 
Horticulture, has been received. First, 
let me assure you that in expressing 
my thanks for your prompt interest, I 
feel 1 but re-echo the feelings of your 
constituents in this portion of the 
State. The wish has been expressed 
here time and again that a joint ‘meet- 
ing of the committee that waited upon 
you in Los Angeles might have been 
called to meet with you and the mem- 
bers of the State Board of Horticulture. 
However, the matter can now rest un- 
til the meeting of the fruit-growers in 
this city. 

“There is one fact in connection with 
the .wish for’ ‘harmony’ that the State 
beard seems to desire so anxiously, and 
that is: At the State convention, held 
in San Jose in November, 1892, the 
board was severely scored by the fruit- 
growers present at that meeting, and 
te State Board of Horticulture, in 
executive session,, promised that 
further cause for friction or irritation 
between it and the people of the State 
it is assumed to serve, should exist. 
How well this covenant has been kept 
you yourself know bv the facts and 
doings of the board that have happened 
Since that time. Not only has South- 
ern California been ‘boycotted’ to au- 
thorities at Washington, libeled, and 
the fruit-growers of this section de- 
ceived as to its importation of preda- 
ceous insects, but the board, and par- 
ticularly its secretary and president, 
have been instrumental in losing to the 
great industry of horticulture valuable 
aid from Washington, and presumed to 
seek the discharge of people in the Na- 
tional Department of Agriculture at 
Washington. Under the circumstances 
you can readily see why the promises 
of ‘harmony’ that the commissioners 
seem to want so badly are taken with 
the usual grain of allowance. 

‘How are they to make reparation 
for the mischief already done? The 
prompt dismissal of Mr. Lelong as sec- 
retary of the board “would do mueh to 
restore public confidence. You will rec- 
ollect that particular stress was laid 
upon this fact by the committee wait- 
ing upon you while in this city. The 
fruit-growers are not disposed to be 
arbitrary in this matter, but in the light 
of all the evidence, you must pardon 
the strong feeling existing for a change 
of administration. The delicacy of your 
position in thé premises and your inter- 
est in our behalf. and in the cause of a 
purification of the public service are 
greatly appreciated. Nevertheless, let 
me say it candidly and without malice, 
the people have lost faith in the pres- 
ent personnel of the State Board of 
Horticulture. Very truly yours, ;

“CURRAN RESICNS. 


No Longer Chief After 
December 1. 


His Resignation Requested by 
the Mayor. 


Two of the Commissioners, Taken 
by Surprise. 


Dan Moriarty Selected for the Place—The 
Choice Not Approved by the 
Members of the 

Council. 


The Fire Commission met yesterday 
morning. All the members were pres- 
ent when the roll was called, except 
Commissioner Brodrick, and that gen- 
tleman came in soon after. 

The chief returned the petition of 
S. L. Addeman, for permission to move 
a certain building, and reported that 
the granting of the same wauld be in 
violation of the fire ordinance. The 
petition was filed. 

The petition of N. M. Holliway, for 
permission to build sheds on lots at 
No. 131 South Broadway, on the west 
side of the street, was filed, and the 
request denied, as to grant it would be 
contrary to the fire ordinance. Ss 

A short hearing was given on the 
petition of N. M. Holliway, for per- 
mission to place a boiler and engine at 
No. 310 South Los Angeles street, and 
the request was granted. 

An application from William Quduck, 
for a position as callman, was filed. 

The requisitions were approved. 

Chief Engineer Curran presented the 
following: 

“Owing to the urgent necessity of 
my giving more time to my private 
business, I hereby respectfully tender 
to you my resignation as Chief En- 
gineer of the fire department of this 
city. In resigning the responsible posi- 
tion, with which you have intrusted 
me, allow me to heartily thank you 
for the uniform consideration and 
courtesy you have shown me.”’ 


Commisioner Brodrick moved _ to 
accept. the resignation, which motion 
Was carried nanimously, with the 


agreement th 
December 1. 
Commissioner Kuhrts nominated D. 
A. Moriarty to fill the vacancy. 
Commissioner Wirsching nominated 
W. 8S. Moore, and then withdrew. his 
nomination, after which Commissioner 
McLain nominated Henry Decker. The 
vote stood as follows: 

Kuhrts: Moriarty. 

McLain: Decker. 

Wirsching: Decker. 

Brodrick: Moriarty. 

Mayor Rowan: Moriarty. 

The vote being announced, D. A. Mo- 
riarty was declared elected. 

The demands, including the payroll 
for the department, were approved 
after which the board adjourned. 
NOT APPROVED BY THE COUNCIL. 


The resignation of Chief Curran, and 
the election of Moriarty were the prin- 
cipal topics of conversation about the 
City Hall during the afternoon. While 
the resignation of Curran has been ex- 
pected for some weeks, its presentation 
yesterday was in the nature of a sur- 
prise to at, least ‘two members of the 
commission, as it was known that he 
had been sick for several days, and had 
gone to San Diego to recuperate. Mayor 
Rowan had stated, it is true, several 
days ago that Curran would be. given 
an opportunity to resign, but he did not 
give the date when it was to go into 
effect until Tuesday night. km fact, 
Curran was the most surprised man in 
the city when he found his resignation 
had been kindly prepared for him dur- 
ing his absence, and he was requested 
to affix his signature on his return 
from San Diego. He was somewhat an- 
noyed over the manner in which the 
matter had been sprung on him, as he 
says the Mayer had promised to give 
him reasonable notice when he desired 
his resignation. 

In regard to the election of Moriarty, 
there was but one opinion among the 
councilmen, irrespective of party, and 
that was that a mistake had been made 
which would have to be corrected at 
the earliest possible opportunity. It 
was urged that Moriarty, being a crip- 
ple, could not fill the position, which 
required an active, vigorous man, one 
who could take charge at a fire and 
lead the men. The fact that Moriarty 
had received his injury while assistant 
chief was no argument that he should 
be given a place which he was now 
physically unable to fill, as the prop- 
erty interests at stake were too great to 
be jeopardized. There was nothing per- 
sonal urged against Moriarty, but it 
was agreed on all hands that the ap; 
pointment could not stand. As one 
man remarked: “If Moriarty, when he 
met with his unfortunate accident, had 
accepted the situation, and been satis- 
fied to hold the position he occupied 
when he was hurt, he would have been 
perpetuated in office irrespective of 
politics. for no administration would 
have removed him. Instead of doing 
this, however. he took an active part 
in the last election, making a bitter 
fight against some of the Council who 
Were elected, and becoming in every 
sense an “offensive partisan.” By this 
course he took his chances, and is en- 
titled to no special consideration on ac- 
count of his misfortune.” ~ 

There is no doubt but what the mat- 
ter will be taken up in the Council at 
the next meeting, and if the members 
do not change their minds in the mean- 
time, there may be some kaleidoscopic 
changes along the line.

‘Horticulture of your State, and this de- 


partment, and perhaps the best way 
that I can bring the matter to your at- 
tention is to inclose copies of this cor- 
respondence. .. 

“T have determined that you shall 
know the truth about the late persist- 
ent efforts to injure and misrepresent 
me in the matter of the second mission 
to Australia. The correspondence of 
which I send copies gives a correct 
statement of many of the facts, and I 
will only add that Mr. Cooper's conduct 
has been a great surprise and mortifi- 
cation to me, because ever since a year 
ago he has been endeavoring to get me 
removed. 

“These efforts would be laughable 
had they not come from a man who 
holds such an important position. He 
has. I @m informed, used every in- 
fluence, aside from direct appeal to 
Secretary Morton, having induced Mr. 
McCoppin to also make similar efforts 
with the President and with Secretary 
Gresham. 

“Aside from the merits of the con- 
troversy that has grown up between 
the factions in your State, I submit 
that this action of a _ representative 
of your board is unbecoming and 
should be severely deprecated. I think 
the trouble is largely due to the char- 
acter of B. M. Lelong, the secretary 
of the State board. I look upon Mr.

And Snedaker Selected as the 
Suspected Slasher.

It is reported from San Francisco 
that W. H. Snedaker, passenger agent 
fer the Denver and Rio Grande roac, 
has been caught at cutting east-bound 
rates. It is alleged that he sold, 
through a broker, two New York tick- 
ets at $58 each. Spotters worked up 
the ease and claim to have affidavits 
to prove their allegations. They were 
working in behalf of the Passenger 
Agents’ Association in the effort to 
convict D. W. Hitcheock, of the Union 
Pacific, of cutting rates, but caught a 
member cf the association. Mr. Sned- 
aker has not yet been tried by a jury 
of his peers, and consequently the fact 
that he cut the rates is not yet estab- 
lished. If his competitors prove their 
case against him, it will cost the genial 
“Sned”’ $100 for each ticket sold below 
tariff, which would spoil the profit of 
several sales. The matter will prove 
of much interest in Los Angeles, 
where. as far as the local association 
and the Union Pacific are concerned, 
the situation is quite similar, and Mr. 
Snedaker has an extended circle of ac- 
quaintaneces who hope for his acquit- 
tal. 

REORGANIZING. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—(By the As- 
seciated Press.) The conference of 
representatives of the various interests 
in the Union Pacific Railroad was re- 
sumed today. The meeting was se- 
eret. but it is learned that it is in- 
tended to form a reorganization com- 
mittee.

ARIZONA NEWS. 


An Increase of 7oo [len Being 
[lade at Bisbee. 


Settlers for the Salt Valley—Pourth Crop 
Pigs—‘‘Chioride Jack’’ in Luck Again. 
A Record of Improvements— 
Indians vs. Whites. 


Special Correspondence of The Times, 
TUCSON, Nov. 20.—At the Bisbee cop- 
per mines, in Cochise county, where 
now 300 men are engaged at mining 
and smelting, 1000 men will soon be 
given employment. ‘The present plant 
will be more than doubled, requiring 
an increase of miners as well as 
sSmeltermen, the whole force aggregat- 
ing the thousand. The change of plant 
will require a lay-off of all hands for 
fifteen days. About the first of the 
year the new force will be put on. The 
increase of 700 men shculd furnish em- 
ployment for some of the silver miners 
of the Territory, whom the repeal bill 


has forced out of their means of liveli- 
hood, 
A NOVEL DAM PROPOSITION. 

This winter an attempt will be made 
to have the government aid in the con- 
struction of the dam in the Grand Can- 
yon of the Colorado. The framework 
of the propsed dam will be of steel, so 
shaped that the greater the pressure 
against it may be the more solid it be- 
comes. Above this framework of steel 
will be a filling of boulders. A fall will 

thus created that will give enough 
power in the shape of turbine-wheels to 
pump out a body of water sufficient to 
irrigate the Wallapai and Sacramento 
valleys in Mohave county, Aubrey Val- 
ley in Coconino county, Chino, Will- 
ijamson, Kirkland and other valleys in 
Yavapai county, and thence on south to 
the vicinity of Phoenix The great ¢ac- 
tus plain west of Wickenberg can also 
be irrigated from this same source of 
supply. No one need ever fear that 
the supply of water would give out, and 
s00n everybody will recognize the fact. 
that the Colorado will be the source of 
all irrigation enterprises in Arizona in 
the future. ‘ 

Hundreds of settlers, fifty-five 
wagonloads of them, are headed for 
the valley of the Salt, from Northern 
Arizona and New Mexico. They will 
locate and go to farming. 


IRRIGATION AND AGRICULTURE, 
Mesa horticulturists are harvesting 


and shipping late peaches. They are 
very fine. 


Second crop peaches, and excellent 
ones too, are being gathered in Frank 
Miller’s orchard near Mesa. 

The big dredge of the Consolidated 
Canal Company, Salt Valley, has been 
completed. It is claimed to be the in- 
tention of the Consolidated Company 
to throw a bedrock dam of granite 
and cement across the river. Should 
this be done it will insure an abund- 
ance of water for the canal at all sea- 
sons of the year. 

Yuma people are reveling in the lux- 


own doors. 

Ripe figs of the third crop were 
picked from the trees in J. W. Dorring- 
ton’s garden at Yuma this week. The 
fourth crop of this season is coming 
out in fine shape, and will soon be ripe. 

A corps of engineers have been at 
Winslow looking over the country 
with a view of putting in a canal. 
They visited Hay Lake near that place, 
where it is said a reservoir can be con- 
structed sufficient to hold water enough 
to irrigate 200,000 acres. They represent 
an Eastern syndicate, and if the 
scheme is found feasible the lands ad- 
jacent to Winslow will be irrigated. 

MINING. 

“Chloride Jack,” as a_ well-known 

mining character of Northern Arizona 
is termed, is again in luck. A few 
years ago he sold a mine which netted 
him $80,000. He had a high, old time, 
including a tour around the world, and 
returned to Arizona practically penni- 
less. Typical of so many others of his 
class, he set about making luck again. 
He got it recently in a phenomenon 
of nature—a “chimney of gold” it is 
called. It is very rich. The deposit is 
voleanic in nature. 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
worth of ore is shipped from mines 
immediately surrounding Prescott. One 
of them has shipped $400,000 worth of 
ore in the last two years. 
An average of ninety-one sample as- 
Says made at the Kingman sampler 
gave am average of over $500 per ton in 
gold and silver. The greater number of 
the samples were the basis of settle- 
ment of ore purchases, 

Arizona’s mineral exhibi® at the 
World's Fair was awarded the highest 
premium, ‘his was due to private en- 
terprise. 

In the course of an interview with a 
Chicago newspaper man, a few days 
ago, N. O. Murphy, ex-Governor of 
Arizona, says that Arizona has felt the 
financial panic less than any other 
State or Territory. Arizona has made 
fine gold strikes lately, d the pas- 
sage of the repeal bill has sent thou- 
sands to the development of gold prop- 
erties. ‘ 

A silver mine owner a few years ago 
said, when shutting down his property 
tempcerarily: “‘A silver mine can’t ‘get 
away.” It would seem that the silver 
mines of Arizona have come pretty 
near getting away from their owners. 

Messrs. E. H. Hiller and C. H. Gray 
of Phoenix have refused $100,000 for a 
gold property they have above Ehren- 
berg, on the California side of the Col- 
orado River. 

At the Jerome copper camp in North- 
ern Arizona a new refinery has been 
Started up. Hereafter copper bullion

The Papers in a Sensational 
Civil Suit Filed. 


Another Day Devoted to the Lang- 
ford Will Contest. 


Suit Commenced for Heavy Damages for 
Personal Injuries—A Supreme Court 
Opinion Received for Filing— 

Court Notes 


A civil action of a somewhat sensa- 
tional nature was commenced in the 
Superior Court yesterday by Jane A, 
Newton against Mrs. Anna P. Spencer 
ant her husband, A. H. Spencer. 
Plaintiff alleges in her complaint that 
the defendant, Anna P. Spencer, at 
different times from May 1, 1892, until 
March 1, 1893, wrongfully contrived to 
injure the plaintiff, and deprive her of 
the comfort, society, aid and assistance 
of her husto~ed: did while living with 
her own husband, wickedly and malici- 
ously have sexual intercourse’ with 
Charles D. Newton, then the husband 
of plaintiff, and unrestrained by her 
own husband, did, by her own means 
and ways, enticed said Charles D. New- 
ton away from plaintiff and allenated 
his affections, to plaintiff's damage in 
the sum of $25,009. 

It will be remembered by many, 
doubtless, that Mra. Newton instituted 
proceedings for divorce against her hus- 
band, a Los Angeles-street liveryman, 
in June last, upon the grounds of adul- 
tiry, a decree being granted by Judge 
it McKinley on August 26 last. . 

AFFIRMED THE JUDGMENT, 

The Supreme Court has affirmed the 
judgment and order denying a new 
trial in the case appealed by Jaratano 
Nicolosi from the Superior Court of 
San Bernardino county, for the reasons 
Set forth in an opinion rendered by 
Commissioner Van Clief, which was re- 
ceived by Deputy Clerk Sesnon yester- 
day for filing in this city. 

From this opinion the following’ his- 
tory of the case was gleaned: Nicolosi 
and Giovanni Lena were jointly ac- 
cused of the crime of grand larceny, 
committed by feloniously stealing a 
trunk, containing a quantity of lady’s 
apparel, belonging to Miss Jennie Fetty. 
Two weeks after the disappearance of 
this trunk, it was found by Marshal 
Dickson and Constable Wilson of River- 
side in the possession of defendanis in 
a small board shanty, hidden under a 
bed. When ordered to open it, Nicolosi 
said that he had no key to it, adding 
that it was not his trunk. Upon ex. 
amining it, however, the officer found 
the lock broken, and upon the top of its 
contents, ‘an envelope addressed to 
Nicolosi’s brother, at No. 105 Upper 
Main street, this city, which defendant 
admitted having placed there three 
days earlier. After several other con- 
flicting stories had been told, Nicolosi 
endeavored to explain the fact of the 
trunk being in his possession by stating 
that two weeks before a man whom he 
did not know had driven up to his 
thanty and asked permission to leave 
that and another trunk for a few days, 
but failed to return for them. On a 
separate trial Nicolosi was convicted, 
And sentenced to imprisonment in the 
State prison, 


upon the ground that the evidence was 
insufficient to justify the verdict, in 
that there was none to prove his guilt, 
except proof that the stolen property 
was found in his possession. Upon the 
authority of People vs. Chambers (18 
Cal. 383) and People vs. Velardo (59 Cal. 
457) the court holds that the verdict 
was justified. 

It was also contended that’ the trial 
court erred in ruling upon a question of 
law. arising during the course of the 
trial; and in its refusal to give a cer- 
tain instruction, asked for by defendant, 
to the jury, but both exceptions are 
summarily disposed of favorably to the 
appellant. 

DAMAGE SUIT DECIDED. 


Judge Shaw yesterday morning ren- 
dered his decision in the damage suit 
of A. Southworth vs. A. L. Austin, et 
al., findings and judgment being or- 
dered for the plaintiff in accordance 
with the following brief opinion: 

This is an action in which plaintiff 
secks to obtain a decree requiring de- 
fendants to deliver to him a certain 
deed from defendants to plaintiff for 
certain lots in the Throop tract near 
this city, which deed, it is alleged, was 
executed by defendants to plaintiff, and 
that thereafter and before it was re- 
corded, defendants obtained possession 
of the same, and have since refused to 
deliver it over to the plaintiff. It is 
also alleged that defendants have been 
in possession pf the land since the time 
of the delivery of the deed, and that the 
rental value is $20 per month. For the 
amount of such rents he asks judgment. 

The only serious question to be de- 
cided is whether or not the deed re- 
ferred to was actually delivered by de- 
fendants to plaintiff. The evidence 
shows that it was placed by defendants 
in the hands of one Wright, who was 
the agent of both parties, and that he 
subsequently handed it to phkaintiff, who, 
within a short time thereafter, again 
handed it to the defendant, A. L. Aus- 
tin. Plaintiff. contends that this was 
an actual unqualified delivery of the 
deed, while the defendants contend that 
the deed was only handed to plaintiff 
for the purpose of inspection, and was 
not intended to be delivered. And this 
presents the controversy in the case.. 

t would serve no good purpose to 
consider the evidence in detail. The 
witnesses are all evidently intending 
to testify truthfully according to their 
recollection and belief, and the decision 
depends entirely upon the weight of 
the evidence and its effect upon the 
mind of the court. Upon the whole, I 
have come to the conclusion that at 
the time the deed was passed to plaint- 
iff, the parties intended to make an aec- 
tual delivery thereof to him. This be- 
ing the case, the title to the property 
passed to the plaintiff, and he is en- 
titled to possession of his title deeds. 

Possession by the defendant of the 
property subsequent to the delivery of 
the deed would make m Hable to 
plaintiff for the reasonable’rental value 
thereof. Uuder the evidence, I think 
the property Was reasonably worth the 
sum of $20 per month. 

lindings and judgment will therefore 
be drawn in favor of plaintiff, and that 
he recover of the defendant the rental 
value of the premises from the date of 
the delivery of the deed to the date ef 
judgment, at the rate of $20 per month. 

ACTION ON A CONTRACT. 

Finding and judement were ordered 
for the plaintiff in the case of DPD, 
Hewes vs. Germain Fruit Company, an 
action artsing out “ef a contract for the 
purchase of plaintiff's raisin crop, by 
Judge Van Dyke yesterday, in accord- 
ance with an opinion rendered therein, 
from which the following facts were 
gleaned: 

The parties to the suit, David Hewes 
of Tustin, and the Germain Fruit Com- 
pany of this city, entered into a con- 
tract on October 29, 1886, whereby the 
latter agreed to purchase Hewes’s crop 
of raisins, eight thousand to ten thou- 
fand boxes, more or less, of which 
5000 boxes were already warehoused, at 
$1.40 per box, packed and delivered,

a contract then existing with the Santa 
Ana Fruit-packing Company After | 
the 5000 boxes had been received and 
paid for, defendant through its agent 
on December 2, 1886, notified Hewes 
that it considered he had not fulfilled 
his contract, and therefore refused to 
accept the remainder of his crop, be- 
cause some of them were not suffi- 
ciently cured. The consequence was 
that Hewes lost $1092.15, when the raisins 
were finally soid on March 6, 1587, and 
the court holds that the plaintiff is en- 
titled to recover this amount, as the 
preponderance of testimony showed 
that he had the raisins packed, within a 
reasonable time, by the  packing- 
house at Santa Ana, in good order for 
delivery. 
LANGFORD WILL CONTEST. 

Three more witnesses were examined 
for the contestants in the Langford will 
contest, before Judge Clark and a jury 
in Department Two yesterday, viz: 
Thomas O. Langford, Frank Irish and 
Fred Ranke. 

The first-mentioned, who is one of the 
contestants, testified to the effect that 
he rented sixty acres of land adoining 
his father’s place at Fulson, Ill, which 
the decedent sfiibsequently bought, and 
promised to give to him. After his 
second marriage, however, his father 
told him that he was unable to fulfill 
his promise, but would see that his 
children had his property after his 
death. He also corroborated the evi- 
dence already introduced as fo the in- 
fluence the second Mrs. Langford had 
over his father, and the latter’s regret 
thereat. 

The other two witnesses, who had 
been in Mr. Langford’s employ at dif- 
ferent times, merely testified to the 
fact that the decedent always deferred 
to the wishes of his second wife, and 
that, in their opinion, he was in his 
dotage. 

The matter will be taken up again 
this morning. 

DAMAGES FOR PERSONAL INJURY. 

The trial of the case of Thomas and 
Catherine Gorman vs. H. C. Witmer, an 
action to recover $27,500 damages for 
personal injuries, alleged to have been 
sustained by reason of defendant's 
negligence, Was commenced before 
Judge McKinley and a jury, in Depart- 
ment Six yesterday, J. Marion Brooks; 
isq., appearing for the plaintiffs, and 
Mrs. Dooner & Hester, representing the 
defendant. 

Five witnesses were examined dur- 
ing the day’s session on behalf of the 
plaintiffs, the matter, at the close of 
their testimony, going over until this 
morning. 

The plaintiffs allege that Witmer is 
the owner cof the building known as 
Belmont Hall, and that it was leased 
by him to one Horace A, Brown, who 


conducts a school there. On October 
15, 1892, Mrs. Gorman, a stout and 


elderly woman, called upon Brown at 
his request, to see about obtaining em- 
ployment, and while leaving the build- 
ing by way of a staircase on the east 
side, which lead from the second story 
to the court-yard below, she fell, owing 
to the rickety condition of the stairs, 
and sustained such injuries as_ to 
permanently cripple and incapaciate 
her from working. 

The defendant claims that the stair- 


case referred to was not habitually 
used by vistors, but was a private 
means of. egress, and that therefore 


Mrs. Gorman had no right there; also 
denies that it was unsafe or danger- 
ous, and alleges contributory negligence 
on her part.

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 
Do Wrong and Stick to It. 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 22.—(To 
the Editor of The Times.) The 
Hawaiian question seems fast 


drifting out to the sea of an endless 
controversy about questions of fact and 
the veracity of individuals, while they 
have very little to do with real merits, 
and are scareely worth their stale 
recital. A few plain propositions, it 
seems to me, govern the whole case, 
and take it out of court, as far as the 
United States government is concerned. 
They are these: 

di.) The right of revolution is univer- 
sally conceded. Without it civil liberty 
and human progress are impossible. 

2.) The means by which a revolution 
is accomplished, whether by violence or 
fraud, by coup d'etat, or by the weak- 
ness or misfortune of the ousted party, 
if successful, it cannot be reviewed by 
any government, friendly or adverse to 
its existence. Such are the fortunes 
of war, and the rights of the people. 

«.) All human governments are sub- 
ject to these contingencies, and are 
supposed to be fully prepared to main- 
tain their authority by superior. force 
of arms if need be. If they are un- 
able to do this, if they are outnumbered 
by bribery and misrepresentation, or 
are intimidated by a threat of foreign 
intervention, or if by any other means, 
fair or foul, they are successfully sup- 
planted by their opponents, they can 
have no claim upon friendly govern- 
ments. to avenge their wrongs and 
restore their lost power. 

(4.) There has been a successful revo- 
lution in the Hawaiian Islands, through 
the weakness.and default of the pre- 
viously existing authorliy, and the un- 
warranted aid and interference of a 
foreign power. The government of 
the United States has officially recog- 
nized this fact, and the personnel and 
authority of the provisional govern- 
ment. The United States government 
through its agents, may have been 
guilty of unfriendly acts toward the 
government of the late Queen of the 
islands; it may have been hasty in 
recognizing the new authority set up; 
it may be morally bound to make such 
reparation as it can for injury to the 
interest of its allies personally; but it 
is nevertheless bound by its acts and 
relations towards the new government, 
and is estopped from saying that its 
action was hasty and unauthorized. 
Our government cannot atone for any 
wrongful acts of its agents toward the 
rights and realm of the Queen, by com- 
mitting a greater and more 
wrong in overthrowing a government 
rightly in authority by force of arms. 
The rights of the provisional govern- 
ment, by its own achievements and the 
official sanction of our own govern- 
ment, are paramount in all this contro- 
versy. Both the Queen and the United 
States government are too late in their 
demands upon the provisional govern- 
ment. Hier Majesty must 
lost power without the 
means of which she now 
plains. 

Certainly, the government 
United States cannot go into the busi- 
ness of revolutionizing existing gov- 
ernments with which she has friendly 
relations, on any pretense

Board of Trade. 


But Little Doubt About Securing the Neces- 
sary Number of Members—The 
Electric Road at 
Ontario. 


There seems now to be little doubt 
about the necessary number of mem- 
bers being secured for the organization 
of a Redlands board of trade. The 
committee in charge has been meeting 
with greater success than had been ex- 
pected. The fate of the board of trade 
when once organized will depend 
largely upon the officers chosen for the 
first year of its existence. It is es- 
pecially necessary that the secretary of 
the board should be an active and en- 
ergetic man of ability and pleasing ad- 
dress—one who is familiar with Red- 
lands and its environs, and knows its 
resources and its needs, and knows, 
also, how to present them to the public— 
especially to business men—through 
personal interviews and correspondence. 
It can scarcely be expected that with 
the city in its present stage of develop- 
ment the board will be able to secure 
such a man and pay him such wages 
as to enable him to devote his whole 
time to the work of the board. On the 
other hand, it is less able to elect to 
this position a man who has private in- 
terests to be advanced by the position. 
however small a salary one such could 
be secured for. It is also necessary 
that one be chosen who will not incur 
the enmity or in any way antagonize 
any particular business, interest or lo- 
calitv. or favor or frown upon any 
party, clique or faction, should such 
exist. The co-operation of all legiti- 
mate business and the support of the 
whole of the local press is desirable, if 
not absolutely necessary for the suc- 
cess of the board. 

The ideal man for the place may not 
be found in Redlands, but James A. 
Doyle comes very near it, and is being 
most prominently mentioned for the po- 
sition. and seems to come nearest fill- 
ing the requirements of any available 
candidate.
